Everywhere in Colorado and.Wyo- 
ming I hear the same loud complaint 
among owners of cattle that it is impos- 
sible thia year to find good hands. They 
aro compelled to employ raw hands 


JANESVILUO I worn the East, and pay them as high 
wages as formerly were paid to skilled 
men.. The experienced workmen are 
many of them finding promotion to very 
profitable positions as foremen, and all 
are asking for much higher wages than in 
former years. 
Good workman coming 
West to obtain employment of this sort 
will get much greater advantage by 
coming within the next twelve months 
than in any subsequent year. The busi- 
ness will not long continue to expand at 
such a very rapid rate. Those who take 
advantage of the present incoming tide 
of business will win far more rapid ad- 
vancement than later comers. 


The attractions which tho "cow- 
punching" profession has to offer for 
good workmen are, briefly, good wages. 
a great demand for labor, chances of 
promotion to profitable positions, per- 
fect health!ulness .and n pleasant apkjc 
of adventure. 


The wages paid to "cow-punchers" 
vary according to skill and experience, 
as in other businesses. 
There arc few 


mon with any fitness for the work who 
do not earn thirty dollars a month; and 
good experienced hands are receiving 
forty and forty-five dollars this summer 
in Wyoming. 
Board is always thrown 
in; and the rough, cheap clothing uni- 
versally worn on the plains is but a 
slight expense in the course of a year. 
If a man passes all his time on a remote 
ranch, and with the "round-ups," ho can 
not help saving -his wages. The oppor- 
tunities for spending money are rare 
and the necessary expenses very slight. 
Men who are born shiftless and im- 
provident can squander their wages, of 
course, in this as in any other calling; 
but the temptations to extravagance aro 
nowhere smaller. 
The only expense 


which is necessary in entering on tho 
work is an investment of from twenty- 
five to fifty dollars in a saddle and bri- 
dle. Money for this purpose is usually 
advanced by any employer with whom 
an engagement is made. Hordes are al- 
ways furnished by tho employer. I have 
mentioned only the wages' paid to com- 
mon hands; but to foremen much higher 
wages are given, varying from fifty up 
to two hundred and fifty dollars a 
month, according to their skill and re- 
sponsibility and the size of the herds in 
their charge. 


But a young man of prudence and 


foresight, in choosing an occupation, 
will give more thought to the chances 
of rising than to the immediate prospect 
of high wages. ie a man sees clearly 
before him opportunities for promotion 
to which he may attain by energy and 
faithfulness, he has u definite oojeot in 
life, and that is what gives to a life vio-or 
and success. 
A man who allows 


himself 
to plod 
along for month- 


ly 
wages year after year in an 
occupation which gives him a decent 
support but no hope of advancement 
never knows the grand stimulus and in- 
spiration which have been tho means of 
nerving multitudes of men for the lone 
hard battle for success in life. This is, 
perhaps, the main attraction for work- 
mgmen which belongs to tho life on th« 
plains. If a "cow-puncher" is faithful 
and energetic, and gifted with good 
sense, enterprise and a clear head, he

11O 
is pretty sure to rise to a more responsi- 
ble place in the course of a few years. 
The man who is not so gifted is not 
likely to riae to a prominent place in this 
calling or in any other. In the new 
West promotion of competent men is 
much, more rapid in every business than 
in long-settled regions, where the com- 
petition is more keen; and more espe- 
cially ia this true in this business, which 
is expanding with such great rapidity. 


The wonderful hoalthfulness of the 
rare, dry atmosphere of the Western 
plains has become so famous that it is 
useless to sound its praises again; in- 
deed, that should be an unimportant 
consideration to a man taking up this 
occupation as a permanent thinf, for 
he should begin it with a good stock of 
health and muscular strength. It is not 
a kind of work in which a feeble man 
can expect to meet with marked suc- 
cess; though some men who come to 
tho plains m feeble health havo regained 
strength with wonderful suddenness by 
taking some of the lighter work with 
one of the cattle "round-ups." The 
flue climate is one of the best mediums 
in the world, but the semi-barbarous 
life in the open air both day and nio-ht 
is a still more efficient remedy. 


I have thus briefly summed up some 


of the attractions which .this callino- 
offers to young workingmon without 
capital who wish to strike out for them- 
selves on a new and independent course, 
but I should be unwilling to persuade 
any to enter upon it in ignorance of the 
real drawbacks that exist. Too many 
sanguine young men come to the far 
West with the impression that here the 
road, to fortune is all a pathway of 


, 
, 
- 
borious and exhausting. It often hap- 
pens on "round-ups" or long drives 
that a man must be in the saddle not 
only from dawn to dark of tho lono- 
summer days, but also through a long 
watch in the night. Another decided 
disadvantage about this occupation is 
that most of the work with the cattle is 
finished up during the sLx warmer 
months, and through the winter the ma- 
jority of the hired men must seek other 
occupation in the towns. 
But foremen 


are always paid through the whole year, 
and experienced hands aro soon able to 
make themselves so indispensable to 
their employer that they will be en- 
gaged by the year for fear that they 
may not be re-engaged at the opening 
of another season. Therefore, although 
the work is not steady for a beginner, 
after skill and experience have been ac- 
quired it becomes a regular and reliable 
employment. 


The dangers to life and limb which 


attend a hie on horseback are much 
nnaller than they are generally sup- 
posed to be by persons not familiar with 
the life. It is safe to say that even a 
professional horse-breaker on the plains 
incurs less risk than falls to the lot of 
most sailors; »ad the dangers for the 
average "cow-puncher" are certainly 
Tery much smaller. 
The dangers of 


bodily harm are no greater than in many 
occupations; but the same can hardly 
be aaid of the moral dangers. It is not

Itnlcs for Uiglit Living. 


No man can be a dyspeptic or an in- 


valid and a good farmer at the same 
time. 
Farmers, above all men, need 
the highest physical health. 
And yet 


tho mere neglect of the simple laws of 
right living produces sickness and weak- 
ness that no doctor can euro unless the 
living be changed. 
Wo, therefore, ad- 


vise all our readers, whether farmers or 
not, to observe tho following rules which 
the " Agriculturist" gives: 


1. Keep the body clean. The count- 
less pores aro so many little drain-tiles 
for tho refuse of the system. 
If they 


become clogged, and so deadened in 
their action, wo must expect to become 
the prey of ill health in some one of its 
countless forms. 
Let us not be afraid 


of a wet sponge and live minutes' brisk 
exercise with a crash towel every ni»-lit 
or morning. 
D 


2. Devote eight hours out of the twen- 


ty-four to sleep. If a mother is robbed 
of sleep by wakeful baby, she must take 
a nap sometime during the day. 
Eveii 


ten minutes' of repose strengthens and 
refreshes, and does good "like a medi- 
cine." 
Children should be allowed to 
sleep until they awake of their own free 
will. 


$. Never go out to work in early 


morning, in any locality subject to 
damps, fogs and miasms, with an empty 
stomach. If there is not time to wait for 
a cup of coffee, pour two-thirds of a cup 
of boiling water on two toaspoonfuls of 
cream, or a beaten egg, season it with 
salt and pepper, and drink it while hot 
before going out. 
This will stimulato 
and comfort the stomach, and aid the 
"'stem in resisting a poisonous or de- 
litating atmosphere. 
4. Avoid overeating. 
To arise from 
the table able to eat a little more is a 
proverbially good rule for every one. 
There is nothing more idiotic than forc- 
ing down a few mouthfuls because they 
happen to remain on one's plate after 
hunger is satisfied, and because they 
may bo "wasted" if left! It is the most 
serious waste to overtax the stomach 
with even half an ounce nioro than it 
can take _eare of. 


5. Avoid foods and drinks that plairt- 


ly " disagree" with the system. Vigor- 
ous out-door workers should beware of 
heavv, indigestible suppers. 
Suppers 


should always consist of light,, easily- 
digested foods—being, in the country, 
so soon followed by sleep, and the stom- 
ach being as much entitled as the head 
to profound rest. The moral pluck and 
firmness to take such foods and no oth- 
er for this last:meal of the day can be 
esily acquired, and the reward of such 
virtue is sound sleep, a clear head, a 
strong hand, and a capital appetite for 
breakfast.—Christian Union.
